First  Century  iron  nails,  bur- 
ied about  50  years  after  the 
death  of  Christ,  have  been 
sent  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alan 
Richards  of  617  Princeton- 
Kingston  Road. 

They  will  be  given  to 
Princeton  churches  and 
schools  and  a  set  was  pre- 
sented on  Monday  to  the  Fire- 
stone  Library.

The  fort  was  built  in  83 
AD.  as  the  advance  head- 
quarters of  Agricola.  It  con- 
tained barracks  for  5.500  men. 
administration  offices,  a  drill 
hall,  ofTicers'  houses,  a  hospi- 
tal and  a  great  workshop.  The 
site,  occupied  for  only  six 
years,  was  abandoned  when 
trouble  developed  along  the 
Danube.  The  legion  garrisoned 
there  was  pulled  out  and  sent 
east  between  the  years  87  and 
90   A,D. 

The  departing  legion  sys- 
tcmalically  burned  all  build-

Dr.  West  commented  that 
only  50,000  Bibles  have  been 
printed  since  the  Revolution. 
This  equates  to  one  Biblejor 
every  5100  persons, 
communists  regard  this  as  ad- 
equate," he  said,  his  eyes 
bright  behind  the  glasses. 
"They  say,  'religious  belief 
has  declined  so  in  Russia  that 
we    don't   need    any    Bibles,' " 

According  to  Dr.  West,  a 
church  which  cannot  support 
its  minister,  or  its  priests  or 
rabbi,  is  closed.  The  Govern- 
ment expects  that  the  Church 
will  gradually  fade  out  in  this 


"We  asked  to  see  a  syna- 
gogue in  Odessa — it  had  been 
a  strong  Jewish  center.  It  was 
a  big.  rather  barren  building. 
The  rabbi  told  us  it  was  the 
only  synagogue  in  the  city.  He 
didn't  know  how  large  the 
Jewish  community  was:  he 
guessed  60.000  (o  80.000, 
(None  of  the  religious  leaders 
give  very  precise  figures — for 
their  own  safety.)  On  special 
I'.olidays  the  devout  overflowed 
into  the  courtyard  and  street. 
r  heard  that  before  the  war 
there  sued  to  be  four  or  five 
synagogues  in  Odessa,  Before 
tiie  revolution  there  used  to 
be  60." 

Dr.  West  observed  that  all 
churches  and  synagogues  are 
operating  under  difficult  cir- 
cumstances. "Undoubtedly,  the 
communists  would  say  that  re- 
ligion is  a  remnant  of  the  pre- 
communist  way  of  thinking 
which  will  gradually  die  out  as 
social  conditions  improve  in 
the  Soviet  Union. 

He  was  asked  if  the  commu- 
nists regarded  religion  as  par- 
asitic. "They  say  that  religion 
is  a  substitute  satisfaction  for 
people  which  takes  them  away 
from  the  task  of  improving  so- 
cial conditions.  In  non-commu- 
nist countries,  the  Reds  say 
that  religion  is  the  opium  of 
the  people  — ^the  narcotic 
which  dulls  the  pain  of  ex- 
istance  and  takes  away  the 
will  to  revolt." 

"Recently,  the  trade  unions 
have  been  exhorted  to  take  up 
the  task  of  anti-religious  pro- 
paganda." Dr.  West  added 
"The  church  congregations  are 
now  primarily  women.  The 
pressure  is  stronger  on  men 
.  .  .  Women  have  more  free- 
dom of  choice  in  this  matter. 
Certainly,  you  cannot  bo  a 
Christian  and  a  Party  mem- 
ber," 

In  Russia  there  is  no  theo- 
logical discussion  to  reach  the 
average  church  goer  "In  coun- 
tries dominated  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  t  Ii  c  r  c  is  a 
lively  weighing  of  these  mat- 
ters. The  Orthodox  leaders 
hesitate  to  raise  questions. 
They  can't  carry  through  un- 
der present  limitations.  But 
the  Orthodox  liturgy  contains 
so  much  ...  it  tells  the  full 
storv  of  tlie  Christian  faith."
